the business or trade of or in any 
way practices -intimidation 
upcn 


any person ID order to induce or com- 
pel such person to vote or refrain 
from voting for any particular candi- 
date or candidates: or If any employ- 
er of laborers or any agent of such 
employer whether a eorporatien or
